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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Paul Lewis on 5/20/04. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claim 7 (amended): in line 5, - - ; - - has been entered after "casting". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a method of fabricating a vehicle body 
frame for a motorcycle including an integrated article having die cast portions and non-die cast 
portions, subjecting the integrated article to an alumite treating coating, and additionally coating 
only the die cast portions of the integrated article with a coating having a color generally the 
same as the alumite coating, in combination with all of the other claim limitations. 

3. It is noted that applicant's statement on page 6 of the response filed 4/6/04, under the 
heading "Domestic Priority" with respect to a reference to a prior application is acknowledged. 
In reviewing the application file, evidence shows that the transmittal form submitted on 12/7/01 
includes at page 2, paragraph 5, an amendment to the first line of the specification making 
reference to the prior filed application.
